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INTRODUCTION 


Chicanos historically have been the victims of neglect and discrim- 
ination educationally, as well as in so many other crucial areas. 
Chicanos, herein used in its most inclusive sense to denote all members 
of La Raza, have been forgotten bibliographically until relatively 
recently. This bibliography is representative of what must be a con- 
tinuing commitment to repay a long overdue debt to Chicano higher edu- 
cation. 


California State University, San Jose, the oldest state institution 
for higher education in California, is situated near the center of El 
Pueblo de San Jose, the first town founded in California. Mexican 
Americans constitute the largest minority in the State of California and 

_ the Southwest, and the area within a radius of ten minutes driving time 
from campus represents the second largest concentration in California. 
After concerted Mexican American community and Chicano student demands 
for more responsiveness to their needs than had been evidenced in the 
past, the first Mexican American Graduate Studies Department in the 
United States was created at the University in the Fall of 1969. Instru- 
mental in the administrative decision to create the Department were 
former President. Robert Clark and Academic Vice President Hobert Burns. 


From the first, it became apparent that the University Library's 
holdings were woefully inadequate to meet graduate student demands in 
the field of Mexican American Studies. It is to the credit of Dr. Burns, 
who had by then become Acting President, and of the Library administra- 
tion, that a federal grant was obtained and used to acquire library 
materials specifically to support the Mexican American Graduate Studies 
Department. At my request as Chairman of the Library and Audiovisual. 
Committee of the Department, Mr. Milton Loventhal was assigned from the 
Library staff to control and process my departmental book orders. Mr. 
Loventhal's personal enthusiasm for the project and dedicated hard work . 
well deserve special notice and appreciation. Similarly, Mr. Robert 
Lauritzen continues to be most cooperative and helpful in suggestions, 
staff assignments and personal work contributions. The field of govern- 
ment publications, one of the most difficult areas in which to locate 
materials on specific subjects, has been very competently and efficient- 
ly covered by Miss Christine,Simpson, Documents Librarian. The result 
of her work is evident in this pacer d and also deserves special 
commendation. 
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As to the content and organization of the bibliography itself, it 
includes books, theses, dissertations, United States and California 
government documents, tapes, records, microprint materials, and pericd- 
ical titles. It does not, however, have annotations, nor does it in- 
clude periodical articles or pamphlets. It is hoped that a separate 
listing of pertinent periodical articles can some day be compiled. A 
separate list of films available at t:she University's Audio-Visual 
Center, and an additicnal list of films which can be rented, is in- 
cluded as a supplement to the bibliography. 


Rather than frustrate students by listing materials they would not 
find available on the shelves for some time, it was decided not to in- 
clude books ordered but not yet cataioged as of Angust 1, 1972. The 
call number for each book is listed in the bibliography at the end of the 
entry. A few books on art, which have not yet been reclassified from the 
Dewey Decimal System to the Library of prniaae System have a location 
Statement listed in place of the call numbe~ 


Arrangement of the bibliography is by subject headings, which are 
arranged alphabeticaliy. Within these headings, specific items are also 
listed alphabetically. Items in the biblicgraphy may be listed more 
than once. Each listing is indicated in the index.

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NOTE TO THE SECOND EDITION 


More than 400 new entries are included in the second edition, 
reflecting the continuing commitment of the Library to support of the 
Mexican-American Graduate Studies Department. The bibliography has, 
we hope, been made more useful by inclusion of a complete title index. 
The choice of subject headings was reexamined. Certain obsolete or 
confusing headings were deleted, and the books listed under them trans- 
ferred to other headings. The subject headings used are not necegsarily 
the same as those used in the Library's card catalogs. For example, 
material on the war between the United States and Mexico, 1845-1848, is 
listed under UNITED STATES in the card catalog. In this biblicgraphy, 
it is listed under MEXICO in order to include it in its proper place 
with other headings on Mexican history.
